STEAM WITH BRITISU COLUil 
BIA VIA AS FIX WALL. 

Although there was no intimation 
contained in the Speech of an intention 
on the part of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to subsidize a line of steamer.'* 
from Montreal and Halifax to Aspiii- 
wall via tho West India Islands, there 
is reason to believe that the project has 
been favoi-ably entertained. The trade 
of the West Indies has long been

TroutfisM2xsr> 

To THE Editor op The Colonist: — 
Bib. — ■•Landing Net" evidently hits 
on the wrong party when ho as- 
serts or rather insinuates that 
"Wing Shot" and liis seven con- 
fiderates caught upwards of 60 fish 
each at Prospect Lake last spring. I 
defy bim to prove that any party last 
season caught in a single day's iishing 
what be asserts; and going still further 
into the question I might safely say 
that 1000 tish are not caught hy that 
"deadly bait." Reducing this question 
down to figures it will give the follow- 
ing: The bulk of trout fishermen choose 
Sunday as their favourite day for 
angling this wary fish, and reckoning 
15 Sundays in the fishing season, and 
an average catch of GO tish per diem 
gives as a product 900 tisli as the catch 
for a Beason, which is a mere nothing 
compared to tho miiliona in the lake, 
leaving alone those that replenish it 
every season from Saanich Arm. 
SufTlcieut data are here given to con- 
vince "^'ly Fisher. nan" and "Landing 
Net" that the, are greatly overrating 
that "deadly bait" known as salmon-roe, 
which I think is .as fair a bait as it is 
good. 

One who Flv Fishes with HEiiRim 

To THE Editou of Tiie Colonist; 
Sir. — There is little doubt that by the 
continual use of aalmon-roc on some of 
our lakes trout will bocorae in the 
course of a few seasons almost extinct. 
A good deal has been said on the sub- 
ject already, and it will have but little 
effect unless "Fly Fisherman,""Landing 
Net," (and perhaps "''Wing Shot" him- 
self) etc. etc., exert themselves and pre- 
vail on the Legislative Assembly to 
pass an Act prohibiting the use of sal- 
nion-roe, as in other countries. 

Of the many who visit Prospect 
Lake, "well supplied with the deadly 
bait," I havt kno\vn a number who 
have killed as many as from 60 to 120 
in tho course of an afternoon; and on 
some of the other lakes (I have heard 
it remarked by an eye-witness) that 
two "sportsmen" killed as Jiigh as 240 
fish in three hours. 

Undoubtedly there are niai.y who 
would (if possible) lill their baskets by 
shoveling them in, if, by that process, 
they were able to outnumber their 
neighbours.

Statisticians are gathering facts about 
the public health, which show that the 
death rate is 27 in a thousand, being 
four per cent, less than last year, and 
that in London there have been 2,59.') 
births during tho week and 1,790 
deaths. Others have been computing 
the number of the volunteer array and 
find that 20,600 men have been enroll- 
ed, and a million drilled throughout 
the kingdom. 

At Northampton Assizes a very 
heavy sentence has been imposed on a 
solicitor for breach of trust. The solic- 
itor had embezzled £500, and the 
judge said that breach of trust com- 
mitted by a man in tho confidential 
position of an attorney was a grave 
crime, and forthwith sentenced the 
prisoner to five years' penal servitude.

A remarkable discovery has been 
made by Mr. W. Morris, photograplier, 
of Gourock, Scotland, by which he can 
photograph underneath the water at n 
depth of ten fathoms. Two of the 
negatives he has secured are remarkably 
distinct, but tiio others are ratlier dim 
owing to defects in the apparatus, l)ut 
which he will have improved. Tho 
camera is inclosed in a water-tight 
glass case, suspended by the centre and 
j inclosed in a cover, which is drawn otT 
after the camera — which is fi.xed on a 
loaded tripod — has reached its position.

Bloomfield f«. Ah Pow — This enso, in 
which the Police Magistrate recently dis- 
missed the infi^rination on iiccumit of thu 
prosecution having failed to pruxo tlie 
unlawfulness of tlie g.mio played, came 
up for ro-hoaring yeaterdiiy in consequence 
of the mutter having been reniiltcd to th» 
Police Magiatrnto by the Chief Justice on 
appeal. ° 

Hia Lordship's judgment lays down 
tlurt the mere finding in a huiiio (suspect- 
ed of being a common gambling Iiouso and 
entered by the polico under ^varrant) of 
counters used in playing the game of 
Pharoah ■w&b, per sa, sufficient proof that 
tko house in which the said counters were 
found is a common gambling bouse until 
the contrary waTshowed. Also that under 
the statiita 40 Vic, chap. 3'J, sec. 4, con- 
stituting it an oti'once to piny at any game, 
lawful or unlawful, in ii common gaming 
house, it was incumbent upon the Magis- 
trate to convict unless the defendant 
could rebut the pfima facie presumption 
of the house being a cominnn gaming 
house arising fi-om the finding of the 
Pharaoh counters, and that it was not in 
cumbont upon the prosecution to prove 
the game to bo unlawful although the un- 
lawfulness of the gamo was alleged in the 
information. 

In compliance with th« ruling of the 
Chief Justice His Honor the Magistrate 
now re-opened the case for the purpose of 
•fTording the defendant an opportunity to 
rebut the infei'oncc of the house being a 
common gaming house. 

Mr. Robertson, Q.O. , addressed His 
Honor, claiming that it was incumbent 
upon the prosecution to pr:<vo the infor- 
mation as laid and to establish the unlaw- 
fulness of the game. He also contended 
that there was not sufficient evidence to 
show the house to be a common gaming 
house. 

Mr. Davie replied. 

His Honor said that no evidence hav- 
ing been called by the defendant to re- 
but the case established against him it 
only remained under the Chief Justice's 
ruling for him to convict. 

Mr. Roboi'tson asked the Magiatrato to 
fix a low penalty as this was the first case 
and no intimation had been conveyed to 
the defendant that he was breaking the 
law. 

His Honor said he would impose the 
fewest penalty and ordered the defendant 
to pay a fine of §20 or in default to suffer 
one month's impri.sonnicnt. The defen- 
dant would have to pay the costs of the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Davie said that he did not auk for 
the costs in Police Court ns he conceived 
that the Magistrate had no power to award 
them and if such was the ease' the imposi- 
tion of costs would invalidate the convic- 
tion.

EUROPE. 

St. Petersdukq, Feb. 12. — The 
Journal de St. Petersburg sa^-a that 
the restitution of Herat to Persia has 
been a tradition in the" policy of Rus- 
sia for the past century. Tho co.ssion 
has always been opposed by England, 
who now abandons her former views 
out of jealousy of Russiu, The latter 
will not allow herself to bo turned 
from tho loyal national policy she has 
hitherto pursued, which is based upon 
her good relation.s with Persia, and if 
Persia despi.sea her friendship she does 
so at her peril, Tho Goloa observes 
that tho friendship of Russia is of vital 
importance to Persia. 

Paris, Feb. 12. — Tho Soir announc- 
es that Gen. DeBurg, commander 1 6th 
Brigade Germany Infantry, has been 
appointed chief of staff of tho 15 Army 
Corps, stationed at Strasbourg, and 
add.s that the foregoiug is very signifi- 
cant as Gen. DoBarg is intimately ac- 
quainted with the French army. 

LoKDO.v, Feb. 12. — To a motion for 
the second reading ot the Irish volun 
tter bill, Biggar (home rule member 
for Goran) handed the clerk tho fol- 
lowing amendment: That in view of 
tho fact that the government prosecu- 
tion is hanging over several earnest 
and true Irishmen for advocating in an 
intemperate manner an amendment of 
tho iniquities of landlords, it in not de- 
sirable to put audi power into tho 
hands of the executive as propoaed by 
such bill, and tiiat it be read a second 
time this day six months. 

London, Feb. 13. — In tho House of 
Commons to day Wlieelhou.se (conser- 
vative) moved tlio appointment of a se- 
lect cominittoo to consider commercial 
relalion.s between England and foreign 
iiation.'H, especially with reference to 
tho importation of foreign manufac- 
tured goods from abroad and the effect 
of free trade. Ho said that America 
had beaten Englaml in cotton cloth.s. 
The motion was rejected. 

In the Hou.se of Lords today, Earl 
Grativillo asked whether Lord Bea- 
coublicld, by his recent statement, 
meant that no decision had been ar- 
rived at regarding Herat. Lord Bea- 
consfield replied that it would load to 
misconception if lie went beyond the 
absolute stHtement that Her ilnjcsty's 
governnient had not released Persia 
from her engagement not to occupy 
Herat. 

Beulix, Feb. 13. — Prussia proposes 
prohibiting foreign vessels from en- 
gaging in the coasting trade, except un 
der treaty or by special permission. 

LsNDON, Feb. 21. — In the House of 
CJommons to day the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer denied the truth of the dis- 
patch published this morning stating 
that a treaty has been signed b}' which 
Persia would be iiermitted to occupy 
Herat ill return for lier engagement to 
assist England in Afghanistan. 

Bourke, uniler secretary of the for- 
eign department, replying to Gourley's 
question a.i to the claim of the United 
States Government for damages alleged 
to havt been done by Newfoundland 
tisliermaii in Forluiie bay to tho Mas- | 
sacliu etts lislung fleet, said that no j 
measure had been taken to load to a ! 
pecuniary claim, which was still under I 
the Government's consideration. No | 
measure had been taken for abrogat- 
ing or amending clause 33 of the treaty 
of Washington relative to Canadian 
and Newfoundland (isherie.s. 

O'Doniiell this evening resumed his 
speech on his amendment, whereupon 
many members loft the house; the gov- 
ernment benches especially were de- 
serted. O'Donnrll inveighed against 
the brutal conduct of the police dur- 
ing process serving. Ho repudiated 
for himself and the rest of the home 
rulers the idea that they wished to 
abolish rent. He condemned arbitrary 
arrests made in Ireland. The amend 
ment was finally rejected, 178 to 12, 
and the report of the address agreed 
to. 

In a speech on motion for a second 
reading of tho Irish distress bill, Syiian 
home ruler, moved an amendment, ob- 
jecting to the use of the church sur- 
plus fund for Irish relief. He argued 
that tho advance should come from im- 
perial resources, 

Colthuist, homo rule,' urged that 
the Government institute works other 
than sanitary. 

Sir Stafford Northcote coucurred in 
the opinion that the nature of tho 
works should not bo restricted. The 
government had already appointed 
throe inspectors and had authorized i 
the ajipointinent of three more to su- , 
perintend the work.s authorized under j 
the bill. He pointed out that the Irish 
church fund belonged to tho Irish peo- 
ple, and as distress only aflTectcd Irish 
people, it was not proposed to appro- 
priate any part of the fund, but only 
to make advances therefrom. j 

After some remarks from several 
Irish members ].,owtlior, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, denied that the gov- | 
eminent had any idea of protecting ] 
the consolidated fund at the expense 1 
of the church surplus. | 

Berlin, Feb. 12.— The North Ger- | 
man Gazette says Germany's army is \ 
her weapon of defence and not of at- ! 
tack. We would be very glad if tho | 
same could bo said with certainty of 
the armies of our noighborfi. 

The semi-oliicial North German Gaz j 
eile, referring to the warlike interpre- 
tation by the French newspapers of j 
tho Gorman army bill, s.aysthe French 
army estimates for 1670, were barely 
500,000,000 francs, wliilo they now 
exceed 000,000,000 francs. The French 
army is better armed and numerically 
stronger than the Gorman army. The 
Russian army has also been consider- 
ably increased. From the language of 
some French monarchical journals it 
would appear certain that if the par- 
ties they represent obtained power 
they would immediately plunge France 
into war. In view of this danger Ger- 
many, though earnestly a peace gov- 
ernment, for her own safety follows the 
example unfortunately set by ber 



neighbors in their immense ar.nauient.s. 
.' -The.^ preface to, tho , 'Socialist bill 
whibh will be' brought forward in the 
reichstag points to a manifest spr^^ad 
of tho communist idea in Franco and 
the supposed identity of couimuni.st 
and socialist aims. 

Berlin, Feb. 12. — The session of the 
reichstag was opened today. The 
speach from tho throne states that the 
relations of the government with all 
foreign poweni is peaceful and friend- 
ly, and contidenco is felt in tlie inain- 
tenanco of [loace through tho labors of 
tho Berlin Congress, which ha.s been 
upheld and tho stipulations of tho 
treaty of Berlin executed in nearly all 
its points. The empire would zealous- 
ly and unselfishly, and conscious of its 
own power, continue to participate in 
the endeavors to secure lasting peace 
for Europe in consonance with the pa- 
cific disposition of its people, and with 
that object would endeavor to procure 
the co-operation and guarantee of pow- 
ers similarly disposed. 

CALIFORNIA. 
IToLLiSTEU, Feb. 12. — A newsp'aper 
war culminated this morning by the 
fatal shooting of S. H. Brumniett, 

editor of the Enterprise, by G. ^^^ 
Carlton, editor of tho Tektfraph. This 
morning's issue of the Telegraph calls 
Brumniett a horse-thief. At 10 o'clock 
Brumniett met Carlton on the court 
house steps and asked him why he 
published those lies about him. With- 
out npeaking Carlton drew a pistol and 
shot Brummett, the ball jionetrating 
his head between the eye.s. He fell in 
his tracks and still linger.^, but cannot 
live. Carlton wa.s arrested and locketl 
up. 

Later. — Brummett, shot by Carlton 
this morning, died at 1 p in. 

San Francisco, Feb. 13. — Emma L, 
Warren was found dead in the rear 
yard of her parents' residence, No. 
2G03 Sacramento street, at half-past (i 
o'clock this morning. She left the 
house to make a vi.sit at 8 o'clock labt 
evening, and her parents retired to bod 
at 10 o'clock. On coming down stairs 
this morning they found her' dead as 
stated. 

EASTERN STATES. 

CincAao, Feb. 12. — The Imp'rrial 
Mills elevator, situated on the corner 
of Sixteenth and Dearborn streets, was 
blown down this morning and 123,000 
bushels of wheat which it contained 
were spilled on the ground. It wa.s 
100 feet high and 1 lO by 60 in extent. 

C'iKCiNNATi, Fob. 12. — :An atrocious 
wife murder was committed at Hender- 
son, K3'. , last night. Graham, who 
hnd been arrested on complaint of his 
wife 'for beating her, broke jail and 
found his wife on a steamboat He shot 
her threo times in the presence of the j 
passengers of tho steamer Idlewikl, 
killing her instantly, and then escaping 
ill a skiff. 

Louisville, Feb, 12, — I^Irs. Ellen 
Fitzgerald, aged 49 years, committed 
suicide by setting firo to her under- 
clothes with a match. She was dis- 
covered in tho yard with tho fire raging 
all over her body, praying for mercy. 
The body was burned to a crisp. 

Omaha, Feb. 10.-- On January 29th 
there arrived at Grand Island, C. M. 
Laurence, an old gentleman from 
Brattleboro, Vt, with his son Frank, 
of Chicago. The son claimed that the 
father had met with accident in Iowa, 
causing insanity. On Thursday night 
last tho old gentleman died suddenly 
and mysteriously. Suspicion of foul 
play being strong, the son was arrested 
charged with poisoning his father by 
administering prussic acid. Tho symp- 
toms, circumstances and the finding of 
the deadly drug in the possession of his 
son, go to prove that the old man was 
poisoned. No cause is assigned other 
than for the insurance on the father's 
life, there being $11,000—85,000 in 
the New York Knickerbocker, and §6,- 
000 in the Traveler's, of Hartford. The 
son is in jail. 

Allentown, Pa., Feb. 11. — At 
Leighton Edward Mulherin visited a 
man named Goldberger to contradict a 
scandal about hini.self and Goldberger's 
wife. After a short talk Goldberger 
shot Mulherin dead.
